Following a systematic chain reaction, if more athletic scholar- 
ships were given, or at least a number of full scholarships} our Scouts 
would not have to rely on this immediate area for its share of ballplayers. 
Perhaps if this were so, Midwest and Southeast high school athletes in 
particular would seleet URI as their choice for their college education. 
This in turn would le’ad to better football teams with better records 
which would result in higher attendance advancing the gate receipts 
tremendously. The scuttlebut is that Clem Lebine, former Dodge pitch- 
er, was offered a scholarship and a “head” job here and left for greener 
pastures. True or not, it presents the picture quite clearly. 

But until the financial situation is resolved here at Rhode Island 
I have a feeling that no matter who is brought in as Head Coach, Ram 
fans will just have to sit back and watch a meriocre team try to compete 
with larger and more stable opponents. These ideas might be funda- 
mental ones but then aren't all true problems fundamental in nature.
